The valus of musle In sich cases wan
deseribed (oday by Mre, A, J. Rowland,
who naddressed the Monday Morning
Clnss nt the New Century Club on the
new course of musical therapy at Co-
lumbia University.

It has been found, however, that
musle can be harmful and that the
grentest care must be used In selecting
the kind of mu#le to which n patient
liutena and the Xind of Instrument which
he usem as a “toy” in his cure The
teachers must have not only a mueleal
education, bul must alse understand
phyelea, pavehalogy and physlology.
